In the whole history of this re- 


public the courts have held with- 
out exception that the state gov- 
ernments own the submerged lands 
on their boundaries for three miles 
out.

Commerce. But this is no chamber 
of commerce propaganda. It is a 
fact report of public statements 
made by the government officials 


their absolute defeat in the con 
gross, then turned to the courts 
They drummed up a suit to recover 
tjic submerged lands claimed bj 
California, and —

Supreme Court wrote a law whicl 
the congress had specifically re 
jccted — took away what wa 
California's and gave it to th 
federal spoilstcrs.

August 17, 1936: The late Secret 


ary of the Interior Harold Ickes 
<a radical but law-observing mem- 
ber of the Roosevelt cabinet, corij 
ceded that the tidclands belonged 
to the states, not the federal gov 
ernment. He wrote this in a letter 
which was offered ,ln evidence at 
a senate committee hearing. But— 


April 27, 1937: Ickes was called 


to

with President 


Roosevelt and Harry Hopkins, and 
Ickes later testified in public that 
"the President raised the question 
as to the ownership of oil found 
under the ocean." 


Shortly after this the -Roosevell 


administration introduced a series 
of resolutions in congress which

Of this strange and ominous dc- 
ision Roscoe Pound, dean emcri- 
us of the Harvard Law school 
aid: 
try, 


"It is a startling proposition to 
ell Americans that sovereignty 
which we have thought of us as 
lolitical, must be proprietary as 
veil — must include ownership of 
he soil." 


The house judiciary committee 


stated: 


"The -court by its decision not 


aniy^established the law different- 
ly from what eminent jurists, law- 
yers, and public officials for more 
than' a century had believed it 
to be, but also differently 
from 


what the supreme court apparently 
had believed~it to be." 


The average citizen might sup- 


pose that the tidclands are an 
academic issue as far as Arkansas 
a landlocked state, is concerned. 
You would say, offhand: "It's too

Washington. April 2 (UP) — At- 


toriuy General J. Howard McGrath 
conferred for 15 minutes with Pres- 
ident Truman today, but there was 
nr Immediate word whether he or 
corruption hunter Ncwbold Morris 
will resign. 


It seemed evident that cither Mc- 


Grath or Morris will have to leave 
the government. 


McGrath brushed off all 
ques- 


tions by reporters on this phase 
of the situation, saying merely: 


"I discussed departmental 
mat- 
ters with the President and any- 
thing that is to be said will have 
to be said by the President or 
members of his staff." 


The White House declined, 
for 
the present at least, to say how 
Mv. Truman feels now about Mor- 
ris, to wbom he had promised all 
support. Press Secretary Joseph 
Short w*» asked whether the Pres- 
i4«nt hid changed his feeling of 
support tor Morris.
